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CLASS  HISTORY 

In  the  fall  of  1976,  we,  the  class  of  ’80  assembled  at  the  dock  with 
our  luggage,  ready  to  board  the  ship  for  our  four  year  cruise.  As  we 
boarded  we  met  Admiral  Philip  Morton,  and  Master  at  Arms,  Salva¬ 
tore  Saitta.  They  introduced  us  to  our  navigators  Karen  Klesczewski 
and  Richard  Gagliardi  who  would  guide  us  in  our  activities  during 
the  long  cruise  ahead. 

After  we  had  settled  into  the  lowest  deck  on  board,  we  picked 
four  people  to  plan  activities:  Chief  Petty  Officer,  Robin  Weldon; 
Petty  Officer,  Liz  Neville;  Seaman,  Denise  Dollak;  and  Quartermas¬ 
ter,  Diane  Hambach. 

Near  the  end  of  the  fall  we  entered  the  ship-spirit  competition, 
and  took  our  theme  as  “Panthers  hit  the  trail.” 

The  rest  of  our  first  year  passed  quickly  and  in  September  of  1977, 
we  were  moved  up  to  the  next  deck. 

We  picked  four  new  people  to  plan  our  activities:  Bill  Kessler  as 
Chief  Petty  Officer;  David  Pierce  as  Petty  Officer;  Donna  Lemay  as 
Seaman;  and  Katie  Mickey  as  Quartermaster.  They  led  us  into  our 
second  ship-spirit  competition.  We  predicted  that  the  Panthers 
would  storm  to  victory,  but  placed  fourth. 

To  raise  our  spirits,  the  Admiral  allowed  us  to  sell  candy  to  all  the 
passengers  on  board.  Not  only  did  we  raise  our  frowns  to  smiles,  but 
we  even  made  enough  money  to  hold  a  picnic  in  June.  We  had  the 
Admiral  dock  the  ship  at  a  recreation  park  and  received  our  rings  as 
souvenirs  of  the  cruise.  After  a  day  of  frisbee  and  softball,  we 
weighed  anchor  and  continued  our  cruise  with  only  two  years  to  go. 


As  we  started  our  third  year  on  board,  we  moved  up  to  the  next 
deck,  and  picked  a  new  activities  planning  staff.  Our  Chief  Petty 
Officer,  Wendy  Migneault;  Petty  Officer,  Donald  Grant;  Seaman, 
Bernice  Ziegler;  and  Quartermaster,  Bill  Kessler  helped  us  pick  our 
third  ship-spirit  theme.  We  thought  that  “Panthers  would  fly  to  vic¬ 
tory”  but  instead,  we  went  aground  in  third  place. 

Winter  led  to  spring  and  as  the  days  got  longer  our  hearts  throb¬ 
bed  with  excitement.  On  May  10th  we  held  a  formal  party  on  the 
Promenade  deck  of  the  ship.  After  a  delicious  dinner,  we  danced  to 
the  music  of  Deep  Roots  far  into  the  night. 

Before  we  knew  it,  it  was  September  of  our  last  year  and  we 
moved  up  to  the  senior  deck  of  the  ship. 

We  picked  a  new  staff  consisting  of  Chief  Petty  Officer,  Wendy 
Migneault;  Petty  Officer,  Donald  Grant;  Seaman,  Denise  Long;  and 
Quartermaster,  Bill  Kessler. 

We  entered  our  last  ship-spirit  competition  and  predicted  that 
Panthers  would  rise  again. 

We  celebrated  Christmas  early,  on  December  8th.  After  a  buffet 
dinner  we  danced  to  the  sounds  of  Dime-Horse. 

Spring  came  quickly,  along  with  sunny  skies  and  longer  days.  We 
took  advantage  of  the  weather  by  rowing  over  to  High  Meadows  on 
May  28th.  After  a  day  of  softball,  swimming  and  horseback  riding, 
we  rowed  back  and  continued  our  cruise  with  less  than  one  month 
to  go. 

At  last  we  saw  our  destination  on  the  horizon.  Each  day  brought 
us  closer  to  port.  We  spent  our  last  week  packing  and  bidding  fare¬ 
well  to  the  other  passengers  on  board.  Although  we  were  happy  to 
get  off,  we  knew  we  would  miss  all  our  friends.  Some  of  us  had 
plans  for  another  cruise  and  some  of  us  would  find  work  at  port,  but 
we  knew  we  would  cherish  the  memories  we  hold  of  our  four  year 
cruise.
